“Our demand is that big business 


give the people a square deal and 
that the people give a square deal to 
any man engaged in big business 
who honestly endeavors to do what 
is right and proper. On the other 
hand, any corporation, big or little, 
which has gained its position by un- 
fair methods and by interference 
with the rights of gthers, which has 
raised prices or fst output in 
improper fashion afid been guilty of 
demoralizing and corrupt’ practices, 
should not only be broken up, but it 
should be made the business of some 
competent Govermental body by con- 
stant supervision to see that it does 
not come together again, save under 
such strict control as to insure the 
community against all danger of a 
repetition of the bad conduct. 

“The chief trouble with big busi- 
nes has arisen from the fact that big 
business has so often refused to 
abide by the principle of the square 
deal; the opposition which I person- 
ally have encountered from big busi- 
ness has in every case arisen not 
because I did not give a square deal 
but because I did. 

“All business into which the ele- 
ment of monopoly in any way or de- 
gree enters, and where it proves in 
practice impossible totally to elimi- 
nate this element of monopoly, 
should be carefully supervised, regu- 
lated and controlled by governmental 
authority; and such control should 
be exercised by administrative, rather 
than by judicial officers. No effort 
should be made to destroy a big cor- 
poration merely because it is big, 
merely because it has shown itself a 
peculiarly efficient business instru- 
ment. 

“The Legislature should make more 
clear exactly what methods are illegal, 
and then the judiciary will be in a bet- 
ter position to punish adequately and 
relentlessly those who insist on defying 
the clear legislative decrees. I do not 
believe any absolute private monoply 
iy justified, but in our great combina- 
tions are properly supervised, so that 
immoral practices are prevented, abso- 
lute monopoly will not come to pass, 
as the laws of competition and effi- 
clency are against it. 

“Shape your constitutional action so 
that the people will be able through 
their legislative bodies, or failing that, 
by direct popular vote, to provide work- 
men's compensation acts, to regulate 
the hours of labor for children and for 
women, to provide for their safety while 
at work, and to prevent overwork or 
work under unhygienic or unsafe con- 
ditions. See to it that no restrictions 
are placed upon legislative powers that 
Will prevent the enactment of laws un- 


general welfare, the common good. 


MACHINERY TO GAIN 

PROGRESSIVE ENDS. 

“Bo much for the ends of Govern- 
ment and: +have, of course, merely 
sketched in outline what the ends 
should be. NowW for the machinery by 
which these ends are to be achieved: 
and here again remember I only sketch 
in outlin» and do not for a moment 
pretend to work out in detail the meth- 
ods of achieving your purposes. 


“In the first. place, I believe in the 
short ballot, You cannot get good 
service from the public servant if you 
cannot see him, and there is no more ef- 
fective way of hiding him than by mix- 
ing him up with a multitude of others 
80 that they are none of them im- 
portant enough to catch the eye of the 
average, workaday citizen. The crook 
in public life is not ordinarily the man 
whom the people themselves elect direct- 
ly to a highly important and respon- 
sible position. The professional poli- 
ticilan and the professional lobbyist 
thrive most rankly under a system 
which provides a multitude of elective 
officers, of such divided responsibility 


knows, and can know, but little as to 
LLL 


responsibilities, and is obliged to work 
in the open, so that the people know 
who he is and what he is doing, and 
have the information that will enable 
them to hold him to account for his 
stewardship. 


A DECLARATION OF THE 

ROOSEVELT PRINCIPLES. 
“I believe in providing for direct 
nomination by the people, including 
therein direct preferential primaries for 
the election of delegates to the national 
nominating convention. I believe in 
the election of United States Senators 
by direct vote. 
“I believe in the initiative and the 
referendum, which should be used 
not to destroy representative govern- 
ment, but to correct it whenever it 
become misrepresentative. 
“T believe that the initiative and ref- 
erendum should be used, not as sub- 
stitutes for representative government, 
but as methods of making such govern- 
ment really representative. Action by 
the initiative or referendum ought not 
to be the normal way of legislation; but 
the power to take it should be provided 
in the constitution, so that if the rep- 
resentatives fail truly to represent the 
people on some matter of sufficient im- 
portance to rouse popular interest, then 
the people should have in their hands 
the facilities to make good the failure. 


“And I urge you not to try to put 
constitutional fetters on the Legislature, 
as sO many constitution-makers have 
recently done. Such action on your 
part would invite the courts to render 
nugatory every legislative act to better 
social conditions. Give the Legislature 
an entirely free hand; and then provide 
by the initiative and referendum that 
the people shall have power to reverse 
or supplement the work of the Legis- 
lature should it ever become necessary. 
“As to the recall, I do not believe 
that there is any great necessity for it 
as regards short-term elective officers. 
There remains the question of the recall 
of j.:dges. 

“An incependent and upright ju- 
diciary which fearlessly stands for 
the right, even against popular 
clamor, but which also understands 
and sympathizses with popular needs, 
is a great asset of popular govern< 
ment. I believe in the necessity for 
the courts’ interpretation of the law 
as law, without the power to change 
the law or to substitute some other 
thing than law for it. But I agree 
with every great jurist, from Mar- 
shall downwards, when I say that 
every judge is bound to considér two 
separate elements in his decision of 
a case, on the terms of the law, and 
the other the conditions of actual 
life to which the law is to be applied. 
Only by taking both of these ele- 
ments into account is it possible to 
apply the law as its spirit and in- 
tent demand that gt be applied. 
“Moreover, never forget that the 
judge is just as much the servant of 
the people as any other official. Of 
course, he must act conscientiously. 
He must not do anything wrong be- 
cause there is popular clamer for it, 
any more than under similar cir- 
cumstances a governor or a légisila- 
tor or a public utilities commissioner 
should do wrong. But in their turn, 
the people must follow their con- 
science, and when they have defi- 
nitely decided on a given policy they 
must have public servants who will 
carry out that policy. 

“Keep clearly in mind the distine- 
tion between the end and the means 
to attain that end. Our aim is to 
met the type of judge that I have 
described, to keep him on the bench 
as long as possible, and to keep off 
the bench and, if necessary, take off 
the bench the wrong type of judge. 
The question of applying the recall 
in any shape is one of expédiency 
merely. Each community has a4 
right to try the experiment for it- 
self in whatever shape it pleases. 


FAVORS JUDGES’ RECALL 
ONLY AS THE LAST RESORT. 


“I do not believe in adopting the 
recall] save as a last resort, when it 
has become clearly evident that no 
course will achieve the desired result. 
But elther the recall will have to be 
adopted or else it will have to be 
made much easier than it is now to 
get rid, mot merely of a bad judge, 
but a judge who, however virtuous, 
has grown so out ef touch with se- 
cial meeds and fact, that he is unfit 
longer to render good service on the 
bench. It is nonsense to say thai 
impeachment meets the difficulty. In 
actual practice we have found that 
impeachment does not work, that un- 
fit judges stay on the bench in 
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remedy that 
them. 

“A quicker, a more summary, rem- 
edy is needed; some remedy at least 
as summary and drastic as that em- 
bodied in the Massachusetts Consti- 
tution. And whenever it be found in 
actual practice such remedy does not 
give the needed results, I would un- 
hesitatingly adopt the recall. 


“But there is one kind of recall in 
which I very earmestly believe, and the 
immediate adoption of which I urge. 
When a judge decides a Constitutiona: 
question, when he decides that the 
people as a whole can or cannot do, 
the people should have the right to re- 
call that decision if they think it wrong. 
We should hold the judiciary in all res- 
pect, but it is both absurd and degrad- 
ing to make fetish of a fudge or of any 
one else.

“Many eminent lIawyers believe, 
and sometimes assert, that the Amer- 
iean people are not fitted for popu- 
lar government, and that it is neces- 
sary to keep the judiciary ‘independ- 
ent of the majority or of all the 
people;’ that there must be no ap- 
peal to the people from the decision 
of court in any case; and that there- 
fore the judges are to be established 
as sovereign rulers over the people. 

“I take absolute issue with all 
those who hold such a position. I 
regard it as a complete negation of 
our whole system of government; 


and if it become the dominant position 
in this country it would mean the ab- 
solute upsetting of both the rights and 
the rule of the people. If the American 
people are not fit for popular govern- 
ment, and if they should of right be 
the servants and not the masters of the 
men whom they themselves put in of- 
fice, then Lincoln’s work was wasted 
and the whole system of government 
upon which this great democratic re- 
public rests is a failure. I believe, on 
the contrary, with all my heart that 
the American people are fit for com- 
plete self-government, and _ that, in 
spite of all our failings and shortcom- 
ings, we of this republic, have more 
nearly realized than any other people 
on“earth the ideal of justice attained 
through genuine popular rule.. 


POWER TO MAKE LAWS, 
BUT NOT TO CONSTRUE THEM. 


“If the courts have the final say-so 
on all legislative acts, and if no appeal 
can lie from them to the people, then 
they are the irresponisble masters of 
the people. In other words, those who 
take this position, hold that the people 
have enough intelligence to frame and 
adopt a Constitution, but not enough 
intelligence to apply and interpret the 
Constitution which they have them- 
selves made. 

“Now the power to interpret is the 
power to establishing and if the people 
are not to be allowed finally to inter- 
pret the fundamental law, ours is not 
a popular government. 

“A typical case was the decision 
rendered but a few months ago by the 
Court of Appeals of my own State, the 
State of New York, declaring unconsti- 
tutional the workmen’s compensation 
act. The judges admitted that other 
civilized nations had abolished those 
wrongs and practices. But they took 
the ground that the Constitution of the 
United States, instead of being an in- 
strument to secure justice, had been in- 
geniously devised absolutely to prevent 
justice. They insisted that the Con- 
stitution had permanently cursed our 
people with impotence to right wrong, 
and had perpetuated a cruel iniquity. 
“No anarchist orator, raving against 
the Constitution, ever framed an indict- 
ment of it so severe as these worthy 
and well-meaning judges must be held 
tc have framed, if. their reasoning be 
accepted as true. In its essence it was 
reversed by the decision of state courts 
ir. states like Washington and Iowa, and 
by the Supreme Court of the nation in 
a case but a few weeks old. 

“I know of no popular vote by any 
state of the Union more flagrant in its 
defiance of right and justice, more short- 
sighted in its inability to face the 
changed needs of our civilization, than 
this decision by the highest court of the 
Etate of New York. Many of the judges

NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—When DeLan- 
cey Nicoll tried to put his clients, How- 
ard Gans and Mortimer L. Schiff, on 
the stand before Commissioner Hand in 
the hearing on the Brandt case yes- 
terday, District Attorney Whitman of- 
ficially declared they faced the possi- 
bility of indictment on a conspiracy 
charge and he therefore objected to 
their being called because of the im- 
munity they might gain by testifying. 
Nicoll protested vehemently. Attorney- 
General Carmody supported Whitman 
and warned the commissioner against 
the possible consequences of hearing 
‘the banker and the lawyer. Hand ad- 
journed the hearing, saying the grave 
responsibility of passing upon the de- 
sired permission was one that Gov. Dix 
alone must decide, and so the case is 
for the third time thrown back upon 
the executive. 
Carmody jumped aboard a train for 
Albany to urge the Governor to take 
advantage of a last opportunity. He 
ig prepared to tell Gov. Dix that if a 
full pardon for Brandt is not given by 
this afternoon, Justice Gerard will hand 
down a decision in the habeas corpus 
case now before him, sustaining the 
writ and ordering Brandt’s release from 
Dannemora. 
But Carmody, Whitman, Gerard, the 
lawyers for Brandt and Hand believe 
that Gov. Dix will anticipate the Su- 
preme Court Justice by issuing a par- 
don, after which the judgment will fol- 
low, although it will possess then only 
an academic value. Justice Gerard has 
completed his decision. It ts no viola- 
tion of confidence tc say it virtually 
frees Brandt. He is holding it only out 
of courtesy to the Governor and be- 
cause he considers that clemency is the 
best solution to the involved problem, 
which seems to become the more tan- 
gled the greater the effort to unravel it.

“Tf there must be decision by a close 
majority, then let the people step in and 
let it be their majority that decides.”’

St. Louisans Run Into Storm 
Near Carthage and Are De- 
layed Until 9:30 A. M. 





DUE HERE LATE TONIGHT

MONETT, Mo., Feb. 21.—Two Frisco 
trains carrying 100 St. Louis delegates 
from the Democratic State convention 
were snowbound for 15 hours near Car- 
thage last night and this morning. 

After adjournment of the convention 
there was a rush of the delegates to 
the Frisco trains due to leave Joplin 
at 8:10 p. m. A wreck in the Joplin 
yard held up the trains running in 
two sections for several hours. A mile 
east of Carthage trains ran into deep 
snow drifts and were held up all night. 

Snow Plows Used. 

After working with snow plows for 
many hours the cuts filled with 8 to 
10 feet of snow were opened. The first 
section of the train drawn by three 1loco- 
motives got out at 9:30 a. m., followed 
by the second section. 

A Springfield special with 300 delegates 
was also held up. The Springfield train 
carried no sleepers and the passengers 
had to stay up all night. 

Emmett Newton distributed sand- 
wiches among the hungry passevgers. 

Trains Will Be Late. 

A Joplin train leaving here this morn- 
ing with the remainder of the St. Louis 
delegates overtook the stalled trains at 
Carthage. The trains probably will get 
into St. Louis late tonight. Heavy snow 
fell throughout this section of the State 
all yesterday and last night. The snow 
was two feet deep and drifted into the 
railroad cuts. 

- Senator Stone in Control. 
With Champ Clark indorsed for the 


presidency, delegates selected, a plat- 
form adopted and David A. Ball 
squelched, the Democratic convention at 
Joplin ended its labors and the delegates 
departed. 

Col. Ball made a hard fight on the 
floor against what he called “Cannon- 
ism and gag-rule,’’ but his opposition 
to the slate was fruitless. Senator 
Stone was in control and the following 
delegates-at-large to the Baltimore con- 
vention were selected: 

United States Senators William J. 
Stone and James A. Reed, former Gov- 
ernors A. M. Dockery of Gallatin; Lon 
V. Stephens of St. Louis and David R. 
rancis, St. Louis; William T. Kemper, 
Kansas City; Gilbert S. Barbee, Joplin, 
and Judge Virgil Rule of St. Louis, 
each will have half a vote. 

The delegation was instructed to vote 
for Champ Clark, Speaker of the House, 
for President, on every ballot taken be- 
fore the Baltimore convention. 

Goltra Is Re-Elected. 

Edward F. Goltra of St. Louis, who 
was nominated by former Secretary 
of State Sam B. Cook, his most talked- 
| of-rival, for national committeeman 
from Missouri, was re-elected by ac- 
clamation, In a speech accepting the 
iomination Mr. Goltra pledged his al- 
legiance to Mr. Clark’s candidacy and 
assured the convention that he would 
exert all his powers to secure the 
Speaker’s nomination. 

Senator Stone said that the reason he 
abandoned his attempt to have former 
Gov. Folk made a delegate-at-large 
‘vas that Folk’s friends insisted that 
he be left off the list. 

The platform adopted says, in part: 

“The history of the Republican party 
is a tale of broken promises, violated 
faith and betrayal of trust. It destroyed 
popular government in the House of 
Representatives by a system of rules 
which vested arbitrary power in the 
Speaker. This power it employed in 
the service of the great special interests.

AIMIMEL JUROR: 
TRIAL 1S DELAYED 


Former Prison Chaplain Ready 
to Continue Story for Claim- 
ant at 2 P. M. 








DECLARES HIM KIMMEL 


Mother and Sister Contradicted 
in Testimony as to Prison 
| Interview. 








The fourteenth day's session of the 
Kimmel case was delayed Wednesday 
‘from the usual hour of opening court, 
10 a. m., until 2 p. m., by the tardiness 
of a juror, John Alt of Clayton, whom 
the storm kept from reaching the Fed- 
eral Building. 
The Rev. Cordello Herrick was sched- 
uled to resume his testimony in the, fa- 
mous identity mystery and $25,000 insur- 
ance contest. 

Herrick, who never saw George A. 
Kimmel before Kimmel’s disappearance 
in 1898, was chaplain of the Auburn (N. 
Y.) penitentiary when the Kimmel claim- 
ant was confined there in 1905. He tes- 
tified Tuesday afternoon that the claim- 
ant convinced him, by what he said to 
him and to visiting relatives and friends 
of Kimmel, that he was in reality the 
missing Arkansas City bank cashier. 

Contradicts Women. 
His story of the visit of Mrs. Estelle 
Kimmel and her daughter, Mrs, Edna 
Bonslett, to the prison, differed in sev- 
eral ways from those told by the women 
in their testimony last week, and some 
points contradicted them. He insisted 
that Mrs. Kimmel, as she walked away 
after the first interview, repeated to 
herself, ‘‘so strange, so strange.’’ She 
denied having said these words. He 
said the claimant, and not Mrs. Bons- 
lett, introduced the subjects of choco- 
late fudge and the visit to the 101 ranch, 
and that in talking of these subjects, 
the woman spoke to the claimant as 
“George.” 
He also said that, when he suggested 
to Mrs. Kimmel that she pretend to rec- 
ognize the claimant as her son, she re- 
sponded, ‘““‘What would the New York 
Life Insurance Co. say if I did that?’’ 
She has given a different version of 
this conversation. 
Herrick said he was for 14 years chap- 
lain at Auburn, and that his duties, be- 
sides conducting religious services, were 
to keep the prison records, oversee the 
prisoners’ correspondence, visit the sick 
and lecture for churches and the Y. M. 
C. A. on prison life. 
Last April, he said, he became super- 
intendent for the New York Life in 
Erie, Pa. He was asked by John F. 
Green, the insurance company's attor- 
ney, how he came to enter the com- 
pany’s employ, and said that, when he 
was about to be displaced at Auburn, 
he happened to be in New York city and 
wanted to cash a check. Knowing no 
one but Attorney McIntosh of the New 
York Life, whom he had met in the 
Kimmel case, and being near the com- 
pany's building, he went there. He met 
Vice-President Buckner, who offered him 
a position, and he later accepted the 
offer. 

Knew Lardner Letter. 
He told of the receipt by the claim- 
ant of a letter whose signature he (Her- 
rick) could not make out, but which 
the man recognized as being from ‘‘my 


old Sunday-school teacher, Mrs. Lard- 
ner.”’ 
As the prisoner's health improved, 


Herrick said, he showed a desire to read 
books of a high grade, and serious 
magazines, such as the World’s Work 
and the Review of Reviews. He wrote 
notes asking for the loan of these mag- 
azines from the library, and Herrick 
said the same words would be _ both 
misspelled and correctly spelled in the 
same note. 

He said the claimant showed a fond- 
ness for figures. Dr. Lamb of the Mat- 
teawan Asylum has stated that’ the 
claimant, while there, showed no knowl- 
edge of bookkeeping, and did not know 
how to compute intenest. 

Herrick said the claimant told him 
of being connected with the Texas 
(Grain Co., and with townsi!te proposi- 
tions, and confided to him that his un- 
cle, Charles Johnson, made a business 
of founding banks which would later 
be wrecked. ) 
He said that when Mrs. Kimmel! first 
called, the claimant misunderstood and 
thought the caller was Mrs. Bonslett,. 
so refused to see her. When he learned 
that it was Mrs. Kimmel, he sought to 
call her, but learned she had left Au- 
burn, he wrote her a letter, and inclosed 
it in a letter to Mrs. Lardner.

AS SICK BROTHER 
TRIES 10 SAVE HIM 


Wealthy Clubman, Manager of 
the Hyde Park Brewery, 
Succumbs to Heart Disease. 











ONE DAUGHTER IN EGYPT 

He Gave Valuable Aid to Former 

Excise Commissioner in Keep- 
ing On Sunday Lid. 








C. Marquard Forster, vice-president of 
the St. Louis Brewing Association, mah- 
agerial director of the Hyde Park Brew- 
ery, vice-president and director of the 
Kinloch Telephone Co., member of the 
Executive Committee of the Title Guar- 
antee Trust Co., director in other trust 
companies and banks, and member «f 
the St. Louis Union, Liederkranz, Mer- 
cantile, Glen Echo, Century Boat and 
Elk clubs, died of heart disease at his 
home, 6251 McPherson avenue, at 12:3 
a. m. Wednesday. 

For many years he had been one of 


the city’s most active public men. He 
was one of the first brewers to com>? 
to the aid of former Excise Commis- 
sioner Caulfield in enforcing’ Sunday 
closing for saloons. He said that so 
long as the Sunday closing laws were 
on the statute books they ought to de 
enforced. 


Aided Sunday Lid Law. 
He used his personal influence with 
all saloons connected with the Hyde 
Park Brewery to get them to obey the 
laws. He aided a movement of brew- 
ers to refuse to sell beer to lid clubs. 
In 1895 he figured in a stirring contest 
for president of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change. There was a deadlock between 
him and Corwin H. Spencer for the 
place, and thousands of ballots were 
taken. Spencer finally won by a few 
votes. Forster was reputed to be a mil- 
lionaltire. 
His Sheician. Dr. Ellsworth Smith, 
had informed members of his family 
that his condition was serious and that 
he had been sinking for several days. 
Dr. Otto Forster, a brother, also has 
been ill for some time, but assisted Dr. 
Smith in caring for his brother. 


Cable Sent to Daughter. 

Early Tuesday evening it became ap- 
parent the patient was close to death, 
and Dr. Forster, when notified that his 
brother probably would die before morn- 
ing, left his bed to assist Dr. Smith. 
Another brother, Frank J. Forster, and 
his son, Marquard, and daughter, Paula, 
were at the dying man’s bedside. The 
other daughter, Miss Hilda, is with a 
party in Egypt. A cablegram notifying 
her of her father’s death was sent to 
her Wednesday. It is thought she will 
return at once. 

Forster was a native St. Louisan and 
had lived here all of his 55 years. He 
was the son of Mr. and Mrs. Marquard 
Forster. He was educated in the public 
schools and in Washington University. 
At 19 he was associated with his father 
in a vinegar manufactory. 


Manager of a Brewery. 
In 1876. the factory became the M. 
Forster Malting Co. and operated a 
brewery, which was merged into the 
St. Louis Brewing Association in 1889. 
Since 1890 he has been vice-president of 
the association and manager of the 
Hyde Park Brewery. He was married 
to Miss Kate Schlosstein in 1891. 
Arrangements for the funeral have not 
been made. The services probably will 
be from the home.

E. G. Lewis must stand trial in the 
United States District Court on the 
charge of using the mails to defraud, in 
connection with his publishing and bank- 
ing enterprises. 

Judge Amidon Tuesday night over- 
ruled demurrers| to the Lewis indict- 
ment, and further ruled that residents 
of St. Louis and of St. Louis County 
should be excluded from the jury panel. 

The ruling as to the jury was made 
on a motion of District Attorney Houts, 
and over the objection of Judge Shep- 
ard Barclay, representing Lewis. Bar- 
clay submitted “ffidavits from Judge 
Leo Rassieur and B. F. Edwards, presi- 
dent of the National Bank of Commerce 
to the effect that St. Louisans were 
qualified to consider the evidence im 
the Lewis case without prejudice. 

Statements which convineed Judge 

Amidon of the advisability of selecting 
the jury outside of St. Louis and St. 
Ioulis County were made by two mem- 
bers of the grand jury which returned 
the Lewis indictments. These were 
Thomas H. Lovelace, secretary of the 
Lakes-to-the-Gulf Deep Waterway As- 
sociation, and George R. Robinson of 
Maplewood. 
They told the Judge that they 
many St. Louisans favorably disposed 
toward Lewis, and that they felt the 
difficulty in getting an impartial jury 
would be greater in St. Louis and the 
county than tn outside parts of the dis- 
trict. Both acknowledged a personally 
friendly feeling toward Lewis. 

Assistant District Attorney Hall said 
Wednesday that the exelusion of St. 
Louisans from the jury was an un- 
usual proceeding, but that there was 
definite authority for it in the clause 
which directed that jurors should be 
taken from such parts of the district 
as to be most favorable to an impartial 
trial. 

Judge Amidon asked the district at- 
torney if he would consent to go to 
trial on three of the 12 counts, if it 
should be shown that the counts were 
not properly joined, Houts agreed to 
this. 

Judge Barclay moved that the gov- 
ernment be ordered to elect 3 counts on 
which to try the case, in the event the 
counts were shown not to be properly 
drawn. This motion was overruled.

His administration, too, had been marked by 
exposures of startling corruptions, due to sinister 
practices that develop when one party has had 
its hold too long on the machinery of government.

The thirdtermers of four years later, headed 
by Logan of Illinois, Cameron of Pennsylvania 
and Conkling of New York, sought earnestly for 
a further expression from him in approval of their 
efforts. ‘“‘They could not obtain from Gen. Grant,” 
says Senator Hoar in his memoirs, “any formal 
consent to their plans, though his acquiesence in 
the election of delegates to the convention pledged 
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HALF-DELEGATES-AT-LARGE.

To calculate the discretion extended to a half 
delegate-at-large is puzzling enough to those who 
are not good at fractions, but how about the 
aliquot parts of the unfortunate alternates? The 
demands on the discretion of a half alternate 
who takes the place of one of eight half-dele- 
gates only in the event that something happens 
to him can be figured under the law of prob- 
abilities only in high decimals. 

Fifty-per-cent votes seem to indicate some- 
thing unsound in the Missouri Democracy’s cir- 
culation. Missouri’s votes should be maintained 
Ol. a parity with other convention votes.

TAXING BABY’S BONNET. 

The iniquitous Aldrich tariff law, which taxes 
the: rich woman’s silk less than it taxes the poor 
man’s woolen socks and puts a lower tariff on 
diafmonds than it puts on the poor man’s cotton 
shigt, is once more condemned out of its own 
mogth. 

The Supreme Court of the United States has 
decided that the feather-stitch braid on your 
bahy’s bonnet is not put there to strengthen the 
bonnet, but as an ornament. Since it is an orna- 
ment and not’ solely useful, it must be taxed 60 
per cent of its value if imported, instead of paying 
a 45 per cent tax, .which would be levied if the 
braid were useful and not ornamental. 

If Aldrich, Payne, Dalzell and the other servy- 
ants of American mill bosses who devised the A]l- 
drich tariff omitted any clause that might be 
construed in favor of high taxation and against 
the poor man, the omission was an oversight.

THE HERETICS OF SCIENCE. 

Under a decision of the United States Supreme 
Court this week, “osteopathy” is medicine, to an 
extent subjecting those who practice it to state 
regulation, whether they give medicine or not. 
This; however, decides no question at issue in 
Missouri and other states. It igs only a decision 
that there is nothing in the. Federal Constitution 
to warrant the United States in interfering with 
the use of the state's police power in loca] af- 


tuirs. 








The Supreme Court has not decided what con- 
stitutes scientific heresy. It never will decide that 
one set of “scientists,” real or alleged, have an 
inherent right under state and federal constitu- 
tions, to regulate or prohibit the rest as they see 
Establishments of religion are prohibited. 
establishments ‘of science, real or alleged, are 
not. It is well within the scope of present policies 
ln many states to give boards of health powers no 
college of cardinals would now claim in suppress- 
ing “heresy.” 

The heretics of science may be practitioners of 
medicine, whether they give medicine or not. No 
doubt they are often so in a legal sense. But the 
real question is, what is to be done with those 
whom the infallibility of science, politically estab- 
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to him was accepted as a tacit consent to the use 
of his name.” 

Both Mr. Hoar’s book, temperate, almost ju- 
dicial in tone, and James G. Blaine’s “Twenty 
Years of Congress” contain spirited, instructive 
narratives on this critical campaign. Speaking 
of the powerful influence favoring the great com- 
mander, an influence hardly likely to be exerted 
in behalf of any subsequent thirdterm candidacy, 
Mr. Hoar says: 
Against this was the unwritten but well under- 
stood rule of action by which the people had been 
guided from the time of Washington, that’ no 
pcrson should be elected president for more than 


two terms, 

In crushing thirdtermism, the 1880 national con- 
vention also crushed “unit” rule for all time in 
the Republican party. By a vote of 387 to 353, 
Illinois’ state convention had instructed district 
delegates as well as delegates at large for third- 
termism. Pennsylvania by 20 majority and New 
York. by 38 majority had likewise invoked the 
unit rule to give thirdtermism fictitious strength. 
The 1880 national convention under a precedent 
set in 1876 refused to recognize state instructions 
making “dummy” delegates of district represen- 
tatives. By a vote of 318 to 406, it liberated from 
instructions 18 anti-thirdtésmers from Illinois dis- 
tricts, 19 from New York and 26 from Pennsyl- 
vania. The first ballot showed 304 for Grant, 284 
for Blaine and 167 divided among Sherman, Ed- 
munds, Washburne and Windom. But for the 
liberation of the “dummy” delegates, Grant would 
have had within 138 of a majority. Garfield was 
named on the 36th ballot. 

Although a candidate himself, Mr. Blaine writes 
o” those times disinterestedly and with a pene- 
trating insight that discriminates between the 
ey hemeral and fundamental in moving causes: 
With all the respect and affection felt for the 
illustrious commander of the Union armies, there 
was a deep feeling against a third term. The 
sentiment was not personal against Grant. The 
contention that had marked his presidential career 
had died away. The errors charged against him 
had been well nigh forgotten, and the real merits 
and achievements of his administration were bet- 
ter appreciated than at an earlier period. There 
was no fear that Grant would abuse a trust, 
hc wever frequently.or however long he might be 
invested with it. 

But a limit of two terms had become an un- 
written part of the code of the Republic. The 
people felt that to disregard the principle might 
entail dangers they would not care to risk. They 
believed that the example of Washington, if now 
re-inforced by the example of Grant, would de- 
termine the question for the future and assure a 
regular and orderly change of rulers which is the 
atrongwest guarantee against the approach of 
tyranny. 

The spirit, disassociated from partisanship and 
personalities, which Mr. Blaine describes thus 
lucidly and no doubt accurately, caused the peo- 
ple in 1880 to overwhelm thirdtermism in so com- 
plete a ruin it has not dared even to show its 
head again during a period equal to the life of 
the average generation. It should be so over- 
whelmed in 1912 that it will not dare to show its 
head for a generation more. There is now no 
candidate whose prestige and claims on gratitude 
even approzimate those of Grant.

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THE 216 AT JOPLIN. 
Deeply gratifying to St. Louis was the big hit 
its 216 delegates, chosen by the suffrages of 860 
voters in the entire 28 wards—four voters to a 
delegate—made at Joplin. 
The methods they represented were denounced 
in open convention. The stewardship of the local 
Democratic machine over the party interests was 
assailed in charges that the 1910 election was 
crooked. When the St. Louis delegates attempted 
to protest they were denied a hearing and hissed 
and jeered by the up-state Democracy. State 
Chairman Shannon jabbed them with a repudia- 
tion of their claim even to be considered a part 
of the Missouri Democracy and the convention 
applauded delightedly. 
These evidences of high regard from the very 
men in whose behalf the 216 took such pains 
tu elect themselves as Clark delegates through 
high-handed, un-Democratic sharp practice must 
have been most satisfying. The 216 no doubt, 
felt richly repaid for their trouble.

Treatment for Meningitis.

Being a resident of Anderson, Ind., at the time 
the spinal meningitis epidemic struck the city 
and wiped out whole families in a few hours, 
would like a word in your paper. 

First—Keep the children out of all sick rooms, 
regardless of the character of the disease. As 
this is an epidemic due undoubtedly to weather 
conditions and not contagious, I would not hesi- 
tate to go wherever duty called me in this disease, 
By a concerted action of citizens and doctors the 
Situation was soon under control, and as opinions 
may differ as to the cause, the fact remains that 
spinal meningitis did disappear. After consultation 
of eminent doctors, they recommended the free use 
of just plain common sulphur—the kind grand- 
mother gave us in molasses alternately three morn- 
ings in the early spring. We took it inwardly and 
burnt it in our homes, and it was given out free 
fcr the asking and persistently used by every- 
body, and as I have stated, we soon were safe once 
more, As sulphur is one of the greatest germi- 
cides there is I see no logical reason why it should 
not be given the credit in this instance. M. B. R, 
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Taxation of Mortgages, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The question of mortgage taxation has a prac- 
tical interest to me. I hold three deeds of trust 
approximating $7500. Previous to purchasing 
these deeds of trust I paid taxes on cash on hand 
June 1 and received for my money 8 per cent 
from the bank. Now I average 5% per cent. Is 
it not unreasonable to claim that because I have 
invested this money in high-class securities it is 
nc longer subject to taxation. The claim is ridic- 
ulous, The fact of the matter is the holder of the 
deeds of trust has no possible reason to complain 
about taxation. Any remonstrance would prop- 
erly come from the owner of the incumbered prop- 
erty.

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PORTO RICAN PROGRESS.

Porto Rico has made the increase 
of one-sixth, 17 3-10 per cent of pop- 
ulation in the past decade, running 
from 958,243 in 1899 to 1,118,012 at the 
present time, Most of the West Indian 
islands make ae steady’ increase, 
decade by decade, and some of them, 
as the Barbados, are among the most 
densely populated tracts known toe 
man, but the gratifying fact in regard 
to Porto Rico is the large relative 
increase made in its urban popula- 
tion. This rose from 138,703 in 189% 
to 224,620 in 1910. 

Such an increase marks an advance 
in wealth, an increase in capital and 
in the activity of trade. The islanc 
has made a great advance in the last 
10 years, since the United States has 
offered it the benefits of a continent- 
al market, than it had made in half 
a century before under Spanish rule, 
whose evils, neglect and corruption 
it would be difficult to state.

OAN OF ARC, or more properly 

Joannetta Dare, afterward knowa 

in France as Jeanne d’Are, the 

Maid of Orleans, was born Jan. 

6, 1412, in Domremy, France. Joan never 

learned to read and write, Through the 

influence of her mother, who had made 

a pilgrimage to Rome, she spent much 
of her time in solitude and prayer. 

When 13 she constantly talked of 
seeing visions and hearing angels’ 
voices, which told her to restore hap- 
piness to France and give aid to Charles 
VII, the weak-hearted Dauphin, whose 
place was in jeopardy. These visions, 
together with the prophecy. current in 
Lorraine, that the kingdom lost by a 
woman (Queen Isabella) should be saved 
by a virgin, helped to define her mis- 
sion. 

Abounding physical energy, intense 
mental] activity and an abnormally sen- 
sitive nervous temperament character- 
ized her youth. She was an exemplary 
daughter, charmingly unselfish, espe- 
cially proficient in household work. and 
skillful in the use of the needle. She 
decisively repelled all advances made 
by young men, and while performing the 
usual round of her duties was inwardly 
engrossed with thoughts far beyond the 
circle of her daily routine, 

She sympathized with the Orleans 
party in the divisions which rent the 
kingdom of France, and at 18 was pos- 
sessed of the idea that she was called 
to deliver her country and crown her 
king. At first her pretensions were 
laughed to scorn, but her persistence at 
last bore down ali opposition. 

Her claims were submitted to severe 
tests. Handed over to an ecclesiastical 
commission and sent for examination 
by the several faculties In the famous 
university of Poltiers, and finding no 
evidenee indicating that she was a deal- 
er in black art, her wish to lead the 
army of her king was granted.

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BAD WEATHER IN THE SOUTH

On the. other hand, there seemed 
to be very little buying in of hedges against 
the cotton said to have been burnt, and 
prices ruled just about Steady, with the 
active months some 5 to 6 points net high- 
er, Later reports from Houston said that 
the amount of cotton destroyed by the fire 
would be nearer 50.00@ than 100,000 bales.
